American centers. of religious Or- 
ders and societies of which these 
missionaries are members, and 
tables showing distribution of this 
personnel throughout the world. 


Principal gains are noted in Af- 
rica, India, Japan, the Philippines, 
and Central and South America. 
Two “new countries,” not listed in 
1946, are Pakistan formerly a part 
of India, which has 104 mission- 
aries, and the Ryukyu Islands, for- 
3 included in the Japanese is- 
ands. 


Statistics for China show that al- 
though the number of missionaries 
assigned there has increased from

This. series on Radicalism may 
lead some to think that the NCRLC 
has abandoned rural life in so far 
as there has been so little mention 
of agriculture or farm life in re- 
cent columns. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. 


The rural life movement is fre- 
quently misunderstood. Partially 
informed speakers and writers of- 
ten call it a “back to the land” 
movement. And it is too often tak- 
en for granted that the motivation 
is based on romantic reasons. 


Take it from this writer, farm 
reared and who through the years 
of Jesuit training and even in the 
priesthood has found ample oc- 
casion to do farm work—there is 
little than can be called romantic 
in eating the dust behind an im- 
plement; in long hours of weilding 
a pitch fork with hands that know 
smarting blisters despite a heavily 
calloused skin; in being slapped 
across the eyes by a cow’s tail at 
milking time; in having a boot 
sucked off by the mire when the 
frost is leaving the ground. 


No, there isn’t a great deal of 
romance in sitting up nights with 
brood sows as they farrow; in see- 
ing the hail beat your crop to 
shreds; in repairing a combine 
while the sun plays on the stubble 
to the tune of 95° F. and every 
piece of metal feels like it came 
straight from the forge. And no one 
I know ever waxed romantic over 
the task of cleaning the barns. 


But all those are incidentals. The 
dust off Broadway, State street or 
Grand Boulevard doesn’t taste any 
better, if as good, as that from the 
field. The smoke and soot from 
factories and train yards are no en- 
couragement to a city housewife. 
The smells from Market Street and 
the packing plant don’t exactly 
match the sweet aroma of new 
mown hay.

Pope Summons All Catholics To Spread The Faith 


Mx. Catholies seem unaware, 
of this duty to help spread the 


Faith and rarely lift a finger to 
bring the truths of Christ to those 


outside the fold. Pius XI strove 
repeatedly to stir the faithful with 
a: zeal for winning souls. Writing 
to the Cardinal Patriarch of Lis- 


bon, His Holiness declared: It 


will be useful to make Catholies 
understand fully, since many of 
the faithful are yet unaware of it, 
that the Apostolate is one of the 
duties inherent in the Christian 
life, It is the sacraments of Bap- 
tism and Confirmation which im- 
pose among other obligations that 
of the Apostolate, that is, the duty 
of spiritual help to our neighbors.” 


Pius XII likewise emphasizes the 
duty of the laity as members of 
the Mystical Body to share with 
the religious in the precious work 
of winning converts and thus in- 
eorporating them in the Mystical 
Body: “Not only those who have 
consecrated themselves to God in 
religious life,” declares the pontiff, 
“but members of the.Mystical Body 
of Christ as well have the obliga- 
tion of working hard and con- 
stantly for the upbuilding and in- 
crease of this Mystical Body of 
Christ.” 

His Holiness practised what he 
preached. In a letter commemorat- 
ing the fourth centenary of the 
Council of Trent, he issued a di- 
rect appeal to non-Catholics, es- 
pecially “those-who retain at least 
their faith in the principal divinely 
revealed truths” to return to their 
fathers’ house—the Church found-

‘Theological Basis 


We have cited the command of 
Christ, the teaching of the Apos- 
tles and the pronouncements of 
our pontiffs and bishops to show 
that the winning of converts is a 
duty incumbent upon all the fol- 
lowers of Christ, upon the laity as 
well as upon the religious. The 
extension of Christ's kingdom is 
directly dependent upon the zeal 
and cooperation of our laity and 
they are in consequence under a 
divine obligation to strive by might

and main to assist in the work of 
the Incarnation and of the Re- 
demption, It is an obligation from 
which no human power can dis- 
pense them. 

Now a word concerning the theo- 
olgical basis of this form of the 
Apostolate. This duty, as Pius 
pointed out, follows as corrol- 
laries from the reception of Bap- 
tism and Confirmation. By Bap- 
tism we become children of God 
and members of His Church which 
is the Mystical Body of Christ..As 
members of that Body, we are 
nourished with divine life and are 
in duty bound to share it with 
others who possess it but sparing- 
ly or not at all. Thus do we assist 
Christ in the fulfillment of His 
earthly mission: “I am come that 
they may have life and may have 
it more abundantly.” 

Confirmation is the sacrament of 
spiritual maturity, the sacrament 
by which one receives the powers 
of Christian adulthood and is en- 
abled to fight not as a mere in- 
fant but as a full-grown soldier 
in the army of Christ. “In this 
sacrament,” points out St. Thomas 
Aquinas, “the fullness of the Holy 
Ghost is given, which is the spir- 
itual grace which belongs to full 
grown manhood.” Hence it im- 
poses upon the recipient the power 
and the duty of mpioning the 
cause of Christ and of seeking to 
extend His reign in the hearts and 
souls of men. While infants are 
privileged to crawl, adults are ex- 
pected to stand up and t like 


Jesus Christ, to fight manfully,. 
courageously and persistently to 
win every soul for whom their 
8 shed His blood on Calvary’s 
ross. 


How then can we make clear to 
our laity the divine obligation of 
winning souls for Christ? First, 
by preaching it from the pulpit in 
season and out of season, Rarely, 
if ever, have congregations 
heard a sermon on this subject. 
Somewhere along the line, perhaps 
in the midst of our engrossing work 
of building churches, schools and 
convents for our flocks swollen by 
mighty streams of immigrations 
from Europe, we priests have al- 
lowed the consciousness of this ob- 
ligation to become blurred, if not 
completely obscured. We must 
make up for lost time; we must 
preach it often and refer to it re- 
peatedly, Preceding the announce- 
ment of the. establishment of a 
course of instruction for inquirers, 
we must devote an entire sermon 
to all the Masses to this serious 
duty of our laity on at least one 
Sunday and refer to it on the othe 


Secondly, our schools must in- 
culeate this duty in the minds of 
our children. They must be trained 
from childhood to regard the win- 
ning of a soul as one of the most 
important duties resting upon ev- 
ery soldier of Christ. Hitler was 
able to inoculate the youth of Ger- 
many with the doctrines of the 
Nazis and build them into regi- 
ments of power to support his 
tyranny. We must lodge in the 
minds of our youth the beautiful 
teachings of Christ concerning the

Neutrality By Russia's Government 


REV. PATRICK O'CONNOR 
Tokyo—(NC)—What would happen to Japan after the 


signing of a peace treaty? 


This question was prompted here by the proposals of 
U. S. Secretary of State Dean Acheson and Britain's Foreign 


Secretary Ernest Bevin for th 


e early convoking of a Japan- 


ese peace conference. In a statement marking the fourth 


anniversary of Japan’s surrender, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur declared 
that “the Japanese people have 
well earned the freedom, dignity 
and opportunity which alone can 
come with the restoration af for- 
mal peace.” 


Christians here, who since 1945 
are enjoying more religious free- 
dom than ever before, examine the 
implications of the new situation 
in which the final peace settlement 
would leave Japan. 


The opinions of informed laymen 
here, both American and Japanese, 
canvassed by this correspondent, 
tend toward the following views: 

The democratic nations will not 
allow Japan to fall into Soviet con- 
trol. 


In the peace treaty, the democra- 
cies would insist that Russia join 
them in guaranteeing Japan’s neu- 
trality. Guarantees, it is felt, 
would have to be backed by the 
United Nations with effective su- 
pervision. 


If Soviet Russia should refuse to 
participate in the peace conference 
or to cooperate in satisfactory 
guarantees far Japan’s neutrality, 
the safeguarding of Japan would 
probably involve keeping a protect- 
ive force of United States and pos- 
sibly British Commonwealth per- 
sonnel here. The majority of the 
Japanese would probably want 
this. 


As far back as two years ago, 
General MacArthur pröposed that 
Japan should be the Switzerland 
of Asia, that is, permanently neut- 
ral. If another world war came, the 
preservation of Japan's neutral- 
urality would be better for both 
if Japan were attacked, American 
forces from Okinawa and other is- 
lands from the Marianas north- 
ward could, it is thought, cope with 
the attackers. 


Communist seizure of Japan 
from within could only come 
through political agitation, coupled 
with organized disorder amounting 
to near revolution. Though as a 
result of the post-war distress, 
Russian aid and the communist 
success in China, Japanese Reds 
have -made gains. They have but a 
slight chance of ever getting a ma- 
jority vote here in the foreseeable 
future. 


Their experiments in fomenting 
disorder so far have done more 
harm than good to their cause. 
Widespread spiritual uncertainty, 
however, especially among the Jap- 
anese youth, still offers an oppor- 
tunity to Marxism—as well as to 
Christianity. 

More than ever after the peace 
treaty, General MacArthur’s most 
penetrating sentence, spoken at the 
time of Japan’s surrender, will hold 
good: “The problem is mainly the- 
ological.” 

The solution is mainly religious.

Bishop Walsh, who has been 
Bishop of Charleston since 1927, 
has been Episcopal Chairman of 
the Legal Department of the 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference since November, 1947. 
The Diocese of Charleston which 
Bishop Walsh has administered for 
more than 22 years, comprises his 
native State of South Carolina. 
The Bishop was born at Beaufort, 
N. C., March 6, 1892, but his family 
moved to Savannah, Ga., when he 
was 14 years old. He entered St. 
Bernard’s Seminary, Rochester, N. 
V., in 1910, and was ordained to 
the priesthood by the late Bishop 
Benjamin J. Keiley of Savannah 
on January 15, 1916. 

Bishop Walsh has rendered dis- 
tinguished service as Bishop of 
Charleston, where he was the sixth 
Ordinary to administer that See. 
He succeeded the late widely- 
known arg. William T. Russell. 
The fourth Bishop of Charleston 
was the Most Rev. Pinkney Nor- 
throp, who had baptized Bishop 
Walsh in infancy. 

As Coadjutor to Bishop McFad- 
den, Bishop Walsh will assist in 
the administration of a diocese 
which embraces six counties in the 
northeastern part of the State of 
Ohio. The Diocese of Youngstown 
was erected in 1943, and Bishop 
McFadden, then Auxiliary Bishop 
of Cleveland, was named its first 
Ordinary. It has an area of 3,404 
square miles; a total population of 
784,374, of whom 154,970 are Cath- 
olies, according to The Official 
Catholic Directory for 1949.

St. Peter was first made Bishop 
of Antioch, and moved to Rome; the 
center of the pagan Roman Em- 
pire, about the year 41 A. C. 

None of the Pontiffs from St. 
Peter’s time ever entertained any 
doubt about the location of St. 
Peter’s burial place. Pope St. Syl- 
vester erected several churches in 
Rome with gifts provided by the 
Emperor Constantine, the Great, 
who later embracd the Catholic 
faith. | 

Tradition has it that St. Peter 
was martyred on the site of the 
ancient Circus of Nero, and that is 
where the first church was erected 
to his name. The modern St. Peter’s 
was started on the same site 400 
years ago. 


Why should not the early Chris- 
tians have known where St. Peter 
was buried as well as Americans 
know where George Washington 
was buried. During the persecu- 
tions of the Church the first three 
centuries followers of Christ built 
a city—a very extensive—one un- 
der the city of Rome, where alone 
they could worship together. They 
certainly knew where most of their 
brethren were buried, and especi- 
ally their leader. Usually, at 
night, they gathered the bodies of 
those executed and brought them 
to the Catdtombs, where their re- 
mains were identified by markers. 


While the Catholic Church has 
been certain of the burial of St. 
Peter; enemies of the church have 
striven. to minimize the importance 
of evidence Catholics had. They did 
not like to swallow the truth that 
St. Peter was selected by Christ to 
be His Vicar, and hence deny 
that Peter was ever in Rome. 
They know very well that if 
he were there that it was there that 
he would have been martyred; 
there that he would have been 
buried, and that his successors as 
Bishop of Rome would also have 
been his successors as the visible 
head of the Church. But, as we 
published a few weeks ago, no his- 
torian of repute joins them in their 
denial either of St. Peter’s primacy 
over the entire Christian Church, 
or his episcopate in the seat of the 


Roman Empire.

It is understandable that non- 
Catholics often become indignant 
when this independence is first 
mentioned. The Pope is sometimes 
accused of being lustful for power 
because he refused to be a subject 
of Italian civil authority, and has 
sec an acknowledged inde- 
pendence. In America, this Catho- 
lic claim to independence was made 
the stock argument against Al 
Smith’s being elected President of 
the United States, and the charge 
that it is impossible for a Catho- 
lic to be loyal succeeded in defeat- 
ing his cause. 

Yet to those who think sanely on 
the question, this independence is 
not only understandable, but nec- 
essary. Nor does this independence 
in any way prevent Catholics from 
being loyal to their country. 

A Spiritual Society

Church is concerned, not with the 
temporal welfare of men, but the 
iritual welfare primarily, it is 
higher than the temporal society of 
this of that form of government. 
From histery we see how Italy 
passed through the stage of a Re- 
public to that of an empire to that 
of a kingdom to that of totalitar- 
ianism. But the Church was able 
to last through all of these forms 
of government. 


Thus we can see why the Church 
has defined that the Pope has 
supreme jurisdiction over the spiri- 
tual welfare of the faithful. There 
can be no appeal to any authority 
higher than this. The Church does 
not claim power to interfere in the 
matter of civil affairs, except in 
those matters.in which civil laws 
interfere with the moral life of 
men. It is for this reason that the 
Church cannot agree with the 
State on laws favoring divorce and 
remarriage because it teaches that 
they are morally wrong. Catholics 
maintain separate schools because 
they believe that it is a moral 
wrong to omit religious training 
from education. 

But. far from being disloyal, 
Catholics can be all the more 
patriotic to-their country because 
in maintaining this high moral 
code they are actually raising 
civil society, to which they belong. 
to a level above that of the animal. 

To deny i ndence to the true 
Church of Christ would be to op- 
pose the very concept of the 
Church of Christ. How can that 
Church be subject to any civil 
power when no civil power had 
anything to do with its origin? 
Christ certainly founded His 
Church independently of any civil 
power. He simply said, “All power 
is given to Me in heaven and on 
earth.” He did not eve consult 
civil authority. He bade His apos- 
tles to teach all nations and far 
from accepting authority from 
earthly rulers, they were to ignore 
any legislation opposed to their 
mission,

Americans are so used to refer- 
ring to themselves as Christians 
that it no longer occurs to them 
that a money loving paganism and 
a materialistic philosophy of life is 
the predominant religion of Amer- 
ica. The worship of money is uni- 
versally in vogue. 


Many an American thinks about 
God as often as he thinks about 
oysters. His first task of the day 
is to pull himself out of bed as 
painlessly as possible. Morning 
prayers? Are you kidding? He 
ean hardly find his shoes and 
socks. Then comes breakfast (few 
say grace these days), a quick cup 
of coffee, toast, the headlines and 
he’s off to work. Very few Amer- 
icans have to kiss their wives on 
the run like Dagwood, the famous 
comic character, but the average 
American is busy from morning till 
evening making out reports, inter- 
viewing salesmen, making deliver- 
ies and performing the thousand 
other tasks that are required to 
supply the needs of society. Be- 
fore he knows it, lunch time rolls 
around, then quitting time. He then 
plunges out into the masses of 
people who are hurrying home.

After dinner and the dishes come

The fruit of secularism is quite 
evident in many phases of modern 
life.

It is very difficult 
to find a really honest man in moral 
matters nowadays, simply because 
men no longer judge their conduct 
by divine standards. Conscience 
annoys them, but conscience can be 
smothered by repeated sinning. 


Instead of Ten Commandments 
ruling the moral lives of men, ten 
million sets of tailor-made deca- 
logues rule the conduct of men. 
Like a suit of clothes they can be 
altered at will. This is the situa- 
tion which is the root of the great- 
est evils in the world. Pope Pius 
XII has said, “Before all else, the 
ultimate and radical cause of the 
evils we deplore in the modern 
society is the denial and rejection 
of a universal norm of morality.” 
Such moral individualism can lead 
to chaos in education, politics, ec- 
onomics, and international affairs. 
It is this ruthless, godless indi- 
vidualism which is the stimulant 
for the formation of totalitarian 
governments. 


Our own Bishops declare, “Sec- 
ularism which exiles God from 
human life clears the way for the 
acceptance of godless, subversive 
ideologies.” 

One need only roam through the 
masses of people who work in our 
large industrial cities to feel that 
God is not an important factor in 
many of their lives. Flashy cars, 
television’ sets, business—these are 
the things that fill the minds of the 
modern man. Religion is a rare 
topic of conversation. Our culture 
has become so materialistic that 
we are drifting farther and farther 
from a realization of the spiritual 
in our lives. The most tragie part 
of all is that man is hungry for 
God, but is not aware of his hunger. 
The average neo-pagan would 
laugh in your face if you told him 
he needs God. The only needs he 
recognizes are his job, health, and 
security. For these he does not look 
to God but to his employer, or to 
the government.

Church law about musie forbids 
many magnificent compositions by 
the great masters, especially those 
of the operatic school. This does 
| not mean that the music is not 
beautiful; just that it is not suit- 
able. Paintings of fox hunts, 
Greek mythology, landscapes are 
beautiful: but they do not belong 
in church because they would be as 
out of place there as a bathing- 
beauty contest at the sodality 
meeting. 


General Rule 


The underlying ideas about 
church. furnishing and decoration 
and even structure is that it 
should be simple, dignified, moder- 
ate, suitable, genuine (or honest). 
Natural wood is better than imi- 
tation marble, solid brick than 
granite veneer, wrought.iron than 
plated base-metal, brass than sil- 
vered copper. There are some ex- 
ig but this is the general 
idea. 


Other influences include the his- 
toric and traditional forms ap- 
proved by the Church. But a mis- 
take never becomes right by age. 
The altar-gong your grandfather 
gave for the sanctuary is as out 
of place today as it was when he 
gave it fifty years ago. The law of 
traditional simplicity and the 
Chureh’s ruling say the bell is to 

a single simple bell or a chime 
of two or more attached to a,sin- 
gle handle and rung by hand. 


It often happens that the correct 
liturgical thing saves money.

Holy “Thursday to the Gloria of 
Easter Eve). It makes everybody 
rise, warns people to get back to 
their places from Stations, votive 
lights, shrines. It isn’t modern 
but a very old item often omitted 
in church furnishing. 


The Baptistry 


In many very old and great 
churches abroad, the baptistry is 
a separate and often elaborate 
‘building. It is the place for con- 
ferring the first of the Sacraments. 
Yet in many churches, the sexton, 
ushers, and old-time members of 
the “rear guard” think it’s a kind 
of cupboard and/or cloakroom. 
Where it can be done, the baptistry 
has doors or high grilled gates to 
protect it. Where. this protection 
is lacking, the faithful should pro- 
tect it with their respect. After the 


sanctuary, it’s the holiest spot in 
their church. 

The little cupboard set in the 
wall of the sanctuary or of the 
baptistry is called an. ambry, It’s 
to hold the Holy Oils and is usually 
marked “Olea Sancta” (Latin for 
its contents) or with some sacred 
symbol or design. It is one of 
the things the bishop will look for 
when he comes to inspect the 
church, because it is required by 
the laws of liturgy out of respect 
for the oils of Baptism, Confirma- 
tion, Holy Orders, and Extreme 
Unction. It must have a lock and 
key and be locked when not in use. 
Sometimes it is made like a little 
birdhouse attached to the wall. The 
style ought to fit the architecture 
and decoration of the church. 


Local Customs 


There is such a thing as local 
custom that is liturgical and prop- 
er. Often this is true about a 
choice in the way of serving Mass 
or arranging a wedding, for the 
law is not precise about details in 
every case.

Guide To Heaven 


This independence with regard 
to religious matters is all the more 
reasonable when we consider that 
the purpose of the Church is to 
guide men to heaven, and no natur- 
al or human legislation can do 
that. Consequently, the legislative 
power of the Church in spiritual 
matters must be independent of 
human decrees. Then, too, being 
universal, she cannot adapt herself 
to every whim and caprice of local 
human legislation. The Catholic 
Church has the right given her by 
God to- exist everywhere, and free- 
ly to fulfill her duties. She must 
be legally free, and any civil legi- 
lation opposed to her mission is 
simply invalid and not binding in 
conscience. 


While Catholics are bound to up- 
hold this independence of their 
religion, they are also bound in 
conscience to be loyal to their 
country. In the Baltimore Cate- 
chism, the official textbook of reli- 
gion in Catholic elementary 
schools, and all through Catholic 
schools of higher education, and in 
sermons and Catholic publications, 
Catholics are constantly reminded 
that it is gravely sinful to disobey 
lawful civil authority.

Thus the young Catholic 


Children Registered For 
Religious Instruction 


Budapest, — (Radio) — The great 
majority of Hungarian parents 
have registered their children for 
religious instruction in the nation- 
alized state schools, following the 
governmental decree which abol- 
ished obligatory religious teaching 
and ordered parents to declare, 
verbally or in writing, before 
September 15 whether they desire 
religious instruction for their chil- 
dren or not. 

According to the “Catholic In- 
spectorate of Religious Teaching,” 
the number of children registered 
for religious instruction is esti- 
mated at 4 minimum of 87 and a 
maximum of 98 per cent of the 
total enrollment of school children 
in the various districts. Final re- 
sults are expected within a few 
days. 

The decree abolishing obliga- 
tory religious instruction wag

Says U.S., Britain 
Can Stop Tito’s 
War On Church 


London —(NC)— The Govern- 
ments of Britain and the United 
States may soon be in a position 
to demand the cessation of cur- 
rent persecution of the Church in 
Yugoslavia, asserts Douglas Hyde, 
former news editor of the Com- 
munist Daily Worker here, writing 
in the Catholic Herald. 


Because of Marshal Tito’s sharp- 
ening dispute with the Cominform, 
says Mr. Hyde, his regime is fast 
reaching a position where it can- 
not continue to survive without the 
aid of Britain and America... 


“There are signs,” says the writ- 
er, “that the British Govérnment 
is anxious to take advantage of this 
situation and that a Yugoslav pro- 
test against Soviet interference in 
her internal politics brought be- 
fore the U. N. General Assembl 
would be welcomed and supported. 


“Unless Christians here make 
their views known now, they may 
nd their Government in effect re- 

nsible for the perpetuation of 
e very persecution which has out- 
raged the conscience of the West...

Madras School 


Bill Modified 
To Aid Catholics 


Madras, India—(NC)—The con- 
troversial educational bill, which 
would have permitted the Madras 
government to confiscate private 
schools and their equipment almost 
at will, has been modified as the 
result of the repéated and strenu- 
ous protests of Catholic and other 
Christian leaders here. 

The original bill had stipulated 
that the government would be em- 
powered to confiscate any private 
educational institution and its fur- 
niture and equipment if the Minis- 
try of Education should decide that 
the school was conducted “ineffi- 
ciently.” There was to be no ap- 
peal 3 the Ministry's decision 
The modified bill now provides 
that private schools under “ineffi- 
cient” management can be requisi- 
tioned for only one year. It also 
states that when a school is re- 
quisitioned it must be entrusted to 
another management of the same 
religious affiliation as the one from
